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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure should be carefully reviewed to ensure that any and all 
grammatical, idiomatic, and spelling or other minor errors are corrected. 

The amendment filed 8/7/2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: omni-directionally 
transmits the RF signal. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-9, 11, 13, 15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. For example, the 
addition of the word "omni-directionally." 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9, 11, 13, 15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by one of Barreras, Sr. et al. (US 5,733,313) and Parise (US 5,982,139). 

Each reference discloses a wireless battery charger having, inter alia, means for 
generating a signal such as a RF signal with a carrier frequency or transcode frequency 
thru an antenna. The transcode frequency or carrier frequency is used to avoid 
crossbeam with another device. A battery receives the transmitted signal and stores 
the power. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/7/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant amended the claim to include the RF signal being omni- 
directional. However, the specification makes no mention of the type of signal. If 
Applicant argues that such a signal is an inherent property of the RF signal then there 
should be no reason why the references' RF signal should not be also omni-directional. 
In arguendo, Applicant argues that the references' RF signal is actually uni-directional, 
then there should be a more detailed explanation of the circuitry since it is more difficult 
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to aim the RF signal to a specific device. In reality, omni-directional signals are wastful 
of energy and basically taking a step backward in technology. 

Regarding Applicant's modulating the signals, the references also modulate th 
signal for compensation and "cross-talk" with other frequencies.
